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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a self-service terminal comprising means for accessing a 
mobile portal and means for retrieving information for viewing on a portable 
device, and a method for operating an automated teller machine (ATM) which 
comprises means for accessing a mobile portal and means for retrieving from a 
mobile portal information for viewing on a portable device, classified in class 
705, subclass 26. 

II. Claim 1 1 , drawn to a method of retrofitting an automated teller machine, the 
method comprising upgrading a terminal application resident on the ATM to 
include a software component which is able to access a mobile portal for 
retrieving information for viewing on a portable device, and to configure the 
retrieved information for presenting to a user of the ATM, classified in class 370, 
subclass 310.1 



III. Claim 12, drawn to a self-service terminal comprising a portable device emulation 
means, classified in class 703 subclass 23. 

IV. Claim 1 3, drawn to a mobile portal software component for installing on an ATM, 
classified in class 703, subclass 27. 

V. Claims 14-15, drawn to an automated teller machine system within an ATM 
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network having a host and a switch, classified in class 235 subclass 379. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I-V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 

In the instant case the different inventions are unrelated because as can seen above each 
of the invention intends to accomplish a different result using different means, steps or functions. 

Invention I, claims 1-5 does not require a switch or a host and a plurality of ATMs', as 
required in Group V or retrofitting an automated teller machine as required in Group II or a self 
service terminal as required in Groups III and a mobile portal software component for installing 
on ATM as required in Group IV and vice versa regarding claims II- V. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, and have also 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
